His sudden death came two days 
after the Clumbia eleven had admin­ 
istered a crushing defeat to Williams 
College, which was taken as proof 
by critics that Haughton had installed 
a football system at Columbia destine* 
to rival hi»t former success at Har­ 
vard where his teams from 1908 to 
1910 ranked with the best gridiron 
history..

his Squad for its real test next Sat­ 
urday at Ithaca against Cornell.

WAR MUST BE OUTLAWED FIRST 
IN THE MINDS OF CHILDREN 
The paths that lead through any but defensive 
wars do not and never have led to true glory. 
But very few of earth in the past have realised 
this truth. Any nation that fought was honored 
and the standard bearers of any fighting nation 
were honored, regardless of the righteousness or 
wrongfulness of their causes. 
From childhood 
the peoples of the earth have had soldier activi 
ties pictured to them as most praiseworthy; little 
heechor regard !>eing paid to just why soldiers 
fought. 
One of the most coveted playthings of the 
j children of the past was a toy soldier smartly 
A dressed, and to all appearances monarch of all 
he» surveyed. 
Significant of peace efforts throughout the 
world toys are now being made for the express 
purpose of discouraging war. One hf the most 
popular of such toys is made of rubber, to re­ 
semble a first class fighting man, when expand­ 
ed to the limit; then as the air is allowed to pass 
from the rubber man, what was once a man ap­ 
pears as an obsolete war armament. It is hoped 
and expected that children will see in the col 
lapse of the soldier and the armament, the col 
lapse of militarism. 
The editor of the Christian Science Monitor re­ 
marks in this connection: “It hardly seems prob­ 
able that a youngster who has seen the ridiculous 
collapse of the mannikin of war after its infla­ 
tion will ever regard militarism in any other light 
than as a greatly over-rated path to glory." Such 
a conclusion may be far-fetched, but on the oth­ 
er hand it may not be, for it is a well established 
fact that children are very quick to form judg­ 
ments and to reach rather far reaching conclu 
sions.

COMPUIÜ0RY EDUCATION WILL HAVE 
MORE REQUIREMENTS RATHER THAN FEW 
Education for All children between the ages 6 
to 14 is required by law on the ground that it 
takes Intellectual, training to make good citizens. 
It is báfog pointed out in many quarters now, 
that not every child can obtain suitable training 
in eight eyars time. For some children—especial­ 
ly those who come from what may he termed de­ 
fectiva homes—are unable’to gain even a com­ 
mon school education by the time they reach 
their 14th year. The claim is being put forward 
that all students should be required 
to 
pass 
through about ten or eleven grades, before be­ 
ing allowed to quit school. 
If such a rule was adopted, still there would 
be many who would have to be allowed to give 
up school work for one reason and another be­ 
fore the higher grades 
were 
reached. 
Many 
children will be found who would never he able 
to pass as far as the eleventh grade even if giv­ 
en 20 years for the task,.. 
Since there is such a rush for the schools of 
late years—when it is impossible to secure school 
room accomodations for students or a sufficient 
number of suitable teachers for them, many may 
say why worry about raiding the educational 
Standards. 
put if the prime purpose of education»—namely, 
the making of good citizens—is to he followed, 
the present crowded conditions in schools should 
not be made a stumbling block to educational 
progress. 
If the children need more opportunity to study. 
So a# to fit themselves for the active duties of 
life, they should be given 
the 
opportunities. 
“Youth must be served," if the human race is to 
attain its goal.
